The study 
of analysis and consecutive observa- 
tion win firmly begun there.

"Hggestious of modern 
iqience. bat there H this difference— 
the dlHcielice between twilight and 
full day. Between that day and this 
was a ravless darkue-s of 1000 \ ears. 
When Alexandria fell, night over- 
to *l» r, ' ! "! aha world and the curtain wa- 
lifted only by the invention of print- 
ing, revealing the sad story Hia' 
Egyptian greatness was uo more, 
Bud tbe sons of Haul compiered,

ing the junglus of Africa. 

Nothing tells the tale belter Until I 
glance at the iphjBI as it stands to- 
day 'ii that once enlightened, but 
now uninteresting land. There it 
at amis, gazing out upon ihe ocean of 
lime — over lines au.l century wave* 
toward the horiiou of auti.|uitr— 
thinking of the wan of departed 
ages, of the empires it has seen cre- 
ated and destroyed ; of nations whoso 
birth it has witnessed, whose pro- 
gress it lias watched, whose annihi- 
lation it has noted ; of joy and sor- 
row, the life and death, the grandeur 
Plid decay of 1000 slow revolving 
Man.
